Averages in High School 
Are Factors 


(BY A. P, NIGHT wine! 

CHICAGO, Nov. 21.—The really 
serious question in educational 
circles is not the number of stu- 
dents to be admitted to educational 
institutions, but.the grade or men- 
tal class of the students who are 
‘admitted, Raymond Asa Kent, 
dean of the college of liberal arts 
at Northwestern, said tonight in 
a radio address. 


The day of selectivity as to 4n- 
coming students has arrived. 


‘ NEEDS CITED 

“What do we need to know of a 
man before we can intelligently 
say yes or no to his application to 
attend college?” asked Dean Kent. 

“First, how good a pupil was he 
in high school, as the answer to 
that will tell with astonishing re- 
ability what kind of a student he 
will be in college. Secondly, what 
can he do in college? 
measured in part by mental alert- 
ness tests. These tests are merely 
a method of finding out his pos- 
sible success in certain kinds of 
school work, but if he does not 
make a high score in mental alert- 
ness tests, it doesn’t mean that he 
shouldn't go to college at all. 


QUESTIONS EVOLVED 


“A third question which colleges 
are coming to ask is ‘how healthy 
is ,he or she?’ The average stu- 
dent attends clagses three hours a 
day and is asked to study six hours 
in addition. That is a nine-hour 
day. In every college many stu- 
dents are compelled to earn money 
every week. Hence, the physical 
condition of the student in no smal! 
degree determines how well his 
mind will work. 

“Finally, there will be the ques- 
tion ‘what sort of a person is he 
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or she? Honest? Like fair play? 
Stick to a task until it is done? A 
leader in high school enterprises?’ 
And many similar questions. The 
fellow who plays the ‘game square, 
who does not cheat hi¢ fellow-stu- 
dents by dishonesty in class and 
who is layal to his school is the 
man the colleges like to build on.”

Fred Kelly won the high hurdle race at the 1912 Olympic games 
in Stockholm when only a high school boy. If it were not for the fact 
that he has been acting as a paid track coach, he would undoubtedly 
be on the American team to the Olympic games in Paris in 1924. He 
was the first athlete to run the high hurdles in 15s. in this country, 
holding the world’s record until it was broken by Simpson in 1916. 
Kelly, the famous first baseman of the New York Giants, 
was one of the fielding stars of this year’s world series. His one-handed 
stab of Ruth’s terrific drive in the seventh inning of thé first game, 
and his throw to the plate to catch Dugan, was one of the most sen- 
sational players of the series.

The first consignment is destined 
to reach the eastern markets ‘the 


middle of this week, and first re- 


turns are being watched with con- 
siderable interest. In view of low 
prices for most other crops this 
season, it is expected that oranges 
will bring only ordinary prices. 


ESTIMATE GIVEN 


Frank R. Brann, Tulare county 
horticural commissioner, estimates 
navel shipments from the county 
will be about 6200 cars, with a 
return of $3 per box, or a total of 
$7,461,600. This estimate is made 
from reports from various packing- 
houses of the county, 

The crop is larger than ever be- 
fore in the history of the county, 
but the fruit is somewhat smaller. 
if the shippers’ estimates are cor- 
rect, the total output of the coun- 
ty this year will be only 172 cars 
less than navels and Valencias 
combined last year. In the event 
the price of $3 per box is main- 
tained throughout the season, net 
returns to the growers will be 
about $2,500,000. 

When the season is in full swing 
fifty-nine packing-houses will be 
in operation, from Primero, near 
Orange Cove on the north, to 
Richgrove on the south, a distance 
of sixty-six miles. ~ 

Lindsay's population has _in- 
creased more than 2000 during the 
last two months, due to the influx 
of fruit workers to harvest the 
grape and orange crops. Reports 
of a good orange crop has drawn 
a greater number of fruit workers 
than in ordinary years, and fear is 
expressed .in some quarters that 
the housing situation may cause 
worry.

Los BngeleD Daily Times, 
EUROPEAN FILMS DECLINE | 


Russian Actor Here to Enter Industry Says Turmoil 
Prevents Clear Thinking and Art 


Motion-picture production in Europe is utterly demoralize d and 
America now has a free field to develop this industry as far as she 
likes, in the opinion of Dimitri Buchowetzk!i of Paria, Russian film ector. 


Mr. Buchowetzki, who is accom 
panied by his wife and is at the 
Ambassador, is in this country to 


go into motion-picture work. 


“Some good pictures have been 
produced in Europe,” he said, “but 
never the equal of those in the 
United States, And now the Eu- 
ropean situation is impossible. How 
can you make pictures when you 
don’t even have a chance to think? 
Europe is in such a turmoil noth- 
ing of a constructive nature can 
exist there. All minds are filled 
with hatred and it would not sur- 
prise me to see the outbreak of 
@ new European war even more 
terrible than the last.” 

The Russian, who has but re- 
cently acquired conversational fa- 
cility in English, exhausted his 
entire stock 6f laudatory terms in 

admiration for 
America. 

“Just think,” he said, “here we 
have traveled for five days from 
New York to Los Angeles and not 
once did we have any passport 
trouble, no inspections of baggage 
at frontiers. In a recent short jour- 
ney in Europe my passports had 
to be approved twenty-six times 
before I reached my destination. 

“And t Los Angeles is the 
most beautiful place in the world 
can’t find words 
self.” 

Mr. Buchowetzki has notions 
about picture making that differ 
somewhat from the views of those 
'ultra-artistic persons who profess 
to see in the average cinema pro- 
duction nothing but sentimental 
slush. 

“To find out what to put in 
screen stories, I believe the pro- 
ducers should not confine them- 
selves to the high-priced theaters 
where efforts are made to present 
only what is supposed to be artis- 
tic,” he said. “They should visit 
the 10-cent show attended by the 
masses to find out what appeals to 
the people untrajned in art. Intel- 
lectually there may be a wide dif- 
ference between the Righly edu- 
cated and the uneducated, but they 
have a common héart interest. 

“The phases of life that appeal 
to the heart are as much appre- 
ciated by the audience in the little, 
low-priced theater as they are in 
the more elaborate places. And 
what is wanted in pictures, to my 
mind, is not the fantastic and fan- 
ciful, in which the highly culturéd 
may take an interest, but rather 
such realities of life as are beauti- 
jful and have a common human 
appeal for everybody. 

“So far as sentimentality is con- 
cerned, I will admit that it is 
hard to draw the line, and many 
pictures are spoiled by an undue 
injection of this element. But as 
time goes on and the motion- 
picture art develops, I believe this 
will be overcome and pictures will 
be produced that will be artistic 
and at the same time will possess 
qualities appealing to all classes.

Seizure of a huge film box con- 
taining bonded liquors and the ar- 
rest of Joseph W. Eagie, first vice- 
president of the Metro Pictures 
Corporation and general manager 
of the Los Angeles studios, yester- 
day afternoon will be made the 
basis for a government investiga- 


tion according to prohibition offi- | 


cials. | 

The first step in the invesliga- 
tion was taken by Divisional Chief | 
Hunt yesterday evening when 
he dispatched a telegraphic war- 
rant to New York for the arrest 
of H. Franklin of the Metro Pic- 
tures Corporation of that city. 
The box, labeled ‘‘films’’ was 
seized at the American WPxpress 
office Tuesday afternoon. Mr. En- 
gle was taken into custody at 3 
pm., vesterday and araignec be- 
fore United States Commissioner 
Long on a charge of violation of 
the national prohibition act. He 
was reléased on $2000 bond. 


HEARING POSTPONE! 
Attorney Frank Dominguez, rep- 
resenting Mr. Engle, requested that 
the hearing be postponed thirty 
days. This was granted. 

The shipment of liquor was sent 
from New York on the 13th inst., 
with Mr. Franklin's name as the 
consignor, according to Chief Hunt 
Tt contained two cases of Spey 
Royal, a case of dry gin, a case 
of Perfection Scotch and a case 
of H. and 8. whisky. 

An express agency regulation 
forbids the shipment of more than 
200 pounds In. film containers of 
the sort seized. Suspicion was first 
directed by the fact that the 
weight. of the box exceeded this 
figure.. Prohibition official¢ check- 
ing-express shipments became «us- 
picious and opened the container. 
The section under which the ar- 
rest was made reads in part as fol- 
lows: 

“It shall be unlawful for a per- 
son to use or induce any carrier or 
any agent or employer thereof to 
carry or ship any package or, re- 
ceptacie containing Uquor without 
notifying the carrier of the true 
nature and character of the ship- 
ment.”
